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Report pegs 
office, library 
repairs at 
$1.2 million

Town council will have some deci¬ 
sions to make on the future needs 
of town staff and the space to house 
them. 

That was the conclusion of admin¬ 
istrators based on a report done for 
the town by ISL Engineering last year. 
Highlights of the report were shared 
with council members during a meet¬ 
ing in April. 

The report outlined repair costs to 
the current 35-year-old town office- 
library building of $1.2 million over the 
next five years, with $577,987 in repairs 
needed on the town office portion of 
the building and $674,500 in repairs 
identified on the library side of the 
building. 

Some of the more expensive items 
on the town office list include replace¬ 
ment of a rooftop heating unit esti¬ 
mated at $200,800 and replacement 
of the sloped metal roof, estimated to 
cost $200,000. 

Other repairs, such as making the 
building wheelchair accessible, ensur¬ 
ing adequate fire separation and 
installing sprinklers throughout the 
building, weren’t assigned a dollar fig¬ 
ure except to say those costs would be 
“significant.” 

On the library portion of the building, 
it w as estimated that the rooftop heat¬ 
ing unit would cost $200,800 to replace 
in the next five years. Other repairs to 
the library were also deemed “signifi¬ 
cant” but not specified. 

While the report was received for 
information only, Roy Brown, the 
town’s chief administrative officer, 
said council members have to balance 
these costs with other priorities the 
town has in the future. Brown said the 
town will keep the report for future 
reference until a long-term plan for the 
building is contemplated. 

“That’s all it was was a discussion 
point. The more information (council 
members) have, the better decisions 
they’re going to make," he said. 

Brown said he has also had discus-

sions recently with architect Rick Balbi 
about the possibility of the town build¬ 
ing a new administrative building that 
would be large enough to house many 
of the town staff who are currently 
located in different facilities. 

But Brown said council members 
must first decide whether they would 
want to do that instead of the cur¬ 
rent practice of housing staff in sev¬ 
eral facilities. They must also decide 
what land they would like to build a 
new town office on and what servi¬ 
ces, such as Didsbury Neighbourhood 
Place and Didsbury After School Care 
Association they would put in a new 
building. 

“Council has to look at ... what lands 
would be suitable if they decided to 
go with a new fac ility. Council has to 
decide what do they want to put in a 
new building. Council has a lot of work 
to do even before they would begin the 
process of looking at that. We’re look¬ 
ing years down the road,” he said. 

Brown said in his opinion, since 
Didsbury is a growing community, and 
town staff will likely grow to service 
the community, it would be good to 
house as many town staff in one loca¬ 
tion as possible. 

“It makes (for) a much more efficient 
operation, but at the same time, you 
have to look at the costs and what is 
the best value for the taxpayers’ dollar

Passenger 
facing drug charges 

While patrolling the Burnt Timber 
area on May 15, Didsbury RCMP 
stopped a vehicle at a checkstop 
on Twp.

When 
the officer stopped the vehicle they 
noted a stale smell of marijuana in the 
vehicle. Upon searching the vehicle, 
the officer reported finding marijuana, 
cocaine and magic mushrooms. The 
18-year-old male driver from Langdon 
was issued a 24-hour roadside suspen¬ 
sion and the 18 year-old male passen¬ 
ger from Chestermere was charged 
with three counts of possession of a 
controlled substance. The passenger 
appears in court near the end of June. 

Driving while 
disqualified 

A 47-year-old Calgary man was 
charged with driving while disqualified 
after RCMP pulled over his vehicle on 
Twp.

tion number of 1850735 while the 
Trailblazer has a VIN of 1870701.

Because the man’s graduated 
licence was suspended at the time of 
the stop, his vehicle was seized for 30 
days, he was ticketed for driving while 
suspended, and he received a citation 
for driving without registration.

town’s chief administrative officer. 

Brown said the hope is that the new 
building could be occupied by the first 
quarter of 2016. 

Since the fire hall project had been 
considered several years ago. Brown 
said the cost of the final design will be 
money well spent. Other contractors 
previously estimated designs to cost 
about $6 million. 

“We feel the value is significantly 
better than what we had previously 
discussed,” he said. 

Brown also said town administra¬ 
tors were pleased that Mountain View 
County council and administration 
agreed to fund a portion of the costs of 
the building. Mountain View County’s 
portion is $1.75 million. 

“We were very pleased to be able 
to come to an agreement with (the 
county) to move forward,” he said.

The Municipal Planning Commission 
approved the go-ahead for a new town 
fire hall to be built adjacent to the cur¬ 
rent town shop on May 13. 

The town is currently awaiting the 
signing of a contract with Provincial 
Steel Buildings, an Airdrie firm, to build 
the $4-million, 1,170-square-metre hall. 
Construction is expected to begin in 
the next few weeks on the project. 

The new hall will be at least double 
the size of the current one. 

“Part of the building components 
have been ordered and we’re hoping 
for a June, early July start (on con¬ 
struction), so we’re moving ahead. It’s 
very good news and it’s something 
we’ve been working toward for a num¬ 
ber of years," said Roy Brown, the

Sure, some might argue that the 
provinces have unique provincial 
responsibilities, with health care 
and K-12 education to name the 
two most significant provincial 
expenses. 

But the federal government 
also has unique responsibilities 
(defence, Old Age Security pay¬ 
ments, Aboriginal matters, etc.). 

In a world increasingly character¬ 
ized by terror and defence threats 
such as ISIS, the federal govern¬ 
ment can argue just as cogently 
that more money should be spent 


Provincial cries for more 
federal money are as old as 
Confederation, and rarely have 
any substance to them. After all, 
it’s easier to demand that Ottawa 
ante up federal cash - to cry about 
some mythical “fiscal imbalance” 
- rather them examine how prov¬ 
inces already spend taxpayer 
money. It’s also easier than rais¬ 
ing provincial taxes and risking 
local taxpayer ire when people 
think such tax hikes unjustified. 

First though, ponder the so- 
called fiscal imbalance - the 
claim that the federal government 
has all the money, little pres¬ 
sure to spend, and the provinces 
are starved for revenue but have 
programs that require spending 
above the combined effect of 
population growth plus inflation. 

Space does not permit a detailed 
history of the byzantine nature of 
provincial and federal taxes and 
transfers, but here’s the short 
summary. At Confederation, the 
deal was that the provinces would 
drop their trade-inhibiting tariffs 
on each other’s exports. (Tariffs 
were then the main source of 
provincial revenue). In exchange, 
the provinces would receive lim¬ 
ited transfers from the Dominion/ 
federal government. The prov¬ 
inces would also receive the right 
to tax personal income. 


Even at any one of our company’s newspapers, 
our professional, well-educated and polite reporters 
and editors sometimes put up with sexist boors 
and bullies when they only want to do the jobs they 
trained for. Some have come back to the office 
to say men who should really know better have 
uncomfortably and shamefully ogled them. 


We also realize that all of our media colleagues do 
not operate under the same standards of decency. 
But the bad ones are also few and far between 
and still many of us have been called vultures and 
worse, with the same casual disrespect that you 
might expect during a road rage incident. 


In the newspaper business, we understand that 
emotions can run high as we deal with traumatic 
events. So when one of our reporters was obscenely 
threatened online after posting a request to speak 
to anyone who may have known either of the RCMP 
officers shot in January we sort of get it. We pulled 
the request out of respect for those emotions, but 
honestly, the threat was very wrong and our shaken 
reporter did not deserve to receive it or to be 
treated that way by anyone. There is something else 
going on here. Disrespect, vulgarity and cowardly 
behaviour seem to have become the order of the 
day, where online sniping and misinformed opinion 
are easy substitutes for proper debate. Add to that 
the cover of gutless anonymity and mob self-right¬ 
eousness and it’s clear where people like Simoes 
come from. His rudeness has likely overflowed from 
computer screens in suburban basements and on to 
our city streets.
